The Weather Plays Important Part 
in the Control of the W c m — 
When 
It 
Is 
Cool 
They 
Generally Thrive. 


By Leonard Haseman. 
Columbia, Mo., July 7.—It is nearly 
time for the second brood of the army 
worm to appear. Millions of the first 
brood escaped destruction and when 
full fed, entered 
tho 
ground 
and 
changed to the chrysalis stage, from 
which the moths are now emerging 
iii countless numbers. 
The army worm 
moth 
is 
light 
brown in color and nearly an inch 
long. When it rests, it folds its wings 
so as to extend lengthwise 
of 
the 
body. 
During the day these moths 
collect under leaves, iii wheat shocks 
and other protected places aw*ay from 
the bright sunlight. At sundown they 
begin to fly about. 
After dark they 
are attracted to lights in great num­ 
bers. 
These moths will 
lay 
their 
eggs on grasses 
and 
other 
green 
crops and as soon as the eggs hatch 
the young caterpillars of the second 
swarm of army worms will begin to 
feed on and destroy the crops. 
The Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture does not regard the situation as 
especially 
serious 
because, 
while 
there are immense swarms of moths 
now laying their eggs, there are also 
equally 
great 
numbers 
of 
insects 
which are parasitic on caterpillars of 
the army worm type waiting to de­ 
stroy the young worms when they 
hatch. These insects in former years 
have successfully controlled the sec­ 
ond and third broods of army worms 
by killing them off in enormous num­ 
bers. 
Usually, however, the second 
brood has not been so large as it 
promises to be this year, judging by 
the number of moths. So we may ex­ 
pect trouble in certain restricted re­ 
gions. 
The weather plays an impor­ 
tant part in army worm control. Cool 
weather is favorable for tile army 
worm and hot weather is unfavor­ 
able. 
It is desirable that farmers in the 
regions where the army worm was so 
destructive early in the season should 
be on the lookout and if they appear 
in large numbers in any particular 
field take Immediate steps to keep 
them from spreading. 
The department of entomology of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
invites correspondence on the pest 
and its work. 
The department will 
give further help in case 
the 
pest 
should prove troublesome later in the 
summer. 


Creation’s drama depicts Solomon’s 
Temple in its various stages of prep­ 
aration, showing the stone quarries 
under Jerusalem, the cedar forests of 
Lebanon, and details incident to its 
erection and dedication. 
This won­ 
derful temple furnished the basis for 
several New’ Testament descriptions 
of the antitypical Temple of God— 
the Church of Christ. 
The temple, 
both type and antitype, was Pastor 
Russell’s theme today. 
His text was, 
“The Temple of God is holy, which 
Temple ye are.”—I Cor. 3:17. 
The pastor declared that both St. 
Paul and St. Peter are our authority 
for saying that the church which is 
the body of Christ is the Temple of 
God, and that His Temple is holy. 
God, who condemned the whole world 
in Adam, and who has declared that 
He will have no fellowship with sin­ 
ners, has provided a way by which 
these sinners can come 
back 
into 
harmony with Him. 
Only through 
the arrangement which He has made 
iii respect to this great. Temple can 
mankind come back 
into 
harmony 
with their Creator. 
St. Paul points 
out the foundation of this great anti­ 
typical Temple, saying, “Other foun­ 
dation can no man lay than that is 
laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 
St. Pe­ 
ter declares to the church, “Ye also, 
as living stones, are built up a spirit­ 
ual house, an holy Priesthood, to of­ 
fer up sacrifices, acceptable to God 
through Jesus Christ.” 
Then the speaker showed that Sol­ 
omon’s Temple was a type, or figure, 
of this greater Temple which God is 
erecting. 
Solomon’s Temple had sev­ 
eral peculiarities connected with its 
construction. 
One very special pecu­ 
liarity was that the great stones were 
taken out from underneath the site 
of the Temple. 
Another peculiarity 
was that each stone was made to fit 
exactly the place in which it was to 
be located, and then numbered and 
marked with signs which the builders 
understood.

After having described the Temple 
of Solomon as a type, the pastor pro­ 
ceeded to discuss the antitype—the 
Church of the living God.

The living stones are taken out of 
the world, separated from the world, 
but are chiseled and polished in this 
antitypical quarry, made ready for 
their positions, and then taken to 
their proper place.

Second, sort out exceedingly large 
cr very small eggs. 
Third, avoid dirty eggs by keeping 
ck an quarters. Dirt can be removed 
v/'til a damp cloth, but eggs should 
not be washed. 
Fourth, remove 
males from flock 
as soon as tile breeding 
season is 
over. The presence of the male bird 
in the poultry 
flock 
destroys one- 
half million dollars worth of eggs 
each month during the summer. Pre 
'n i t this loss by the production of 
infertile eggs. 
Fertile eggs do not 
beep well, it costs money 
to

surplus males, and the hens are more 
productive when no males are pres­ 
ent.

Eighth, market eggs once or twice 
weekly. An egg deteriorates in quali 
tv with age. 
Ninth, insist that your deafer pur­ 
chase eggs on a "loss off” baris, not 
just as they come in. At present the 
dealer buys al^ eggs, good, Lad and 
Indifferent, at the same 
price* 
and 
does not recognize the difference in 
quality. The result is that an average* 
low price is paid for 
eggs. 
S o m e 
eggs are worthless, while others are 
worth much more than the average 
price. Insist that your dealer candle 
eggs during the summer. If he sorts 
cut had eggs he can then afford to 
pay more for the good.
